“In a letter which is unusual in that 
it is ‘not a request for financial sup- 
port,’ yet for that very reason may 
attract some, President William E. 
Park of the Northfield Schools reports 
both of those near-by institutions, ‘full 
to overflowing,’ with boys and girls in 
attendance from 31 states as well as 
from Africa, Brazil, Chile, England, 
Greece, India, Iran, Mexico, Puerto 
Rico, Bermuda, France, China, Cuba, 
Guatemala and Turkey. Northfield’s 
tuition, by the way, still remains the 
lowest among college preparatory 
schools of the country, yet it has been 
able to give $50,000 in scholarships. 
Under these circumstances, there is 
nothing surprising in Dr. Park’s state- 
ment that ‘never in the history of, the 
schools have we turned down so many 
promising students.’ 


‘“One of the essential features of 
the education these schools provide 
is the work program in which all 
students participate. And another is 
the requirement that they study the 
Bible and attend religious services. 
There are also full programs of intra- 
mural sports, although as the presi- 

. dent points out, the students are too 
busy to engage in a ful! schedule of 
sports with outside schools. Their 
time is fully taken up with a wide 
variety of extra-curricular activities 
which contribute to a “well-rounded 
education designed to dévelop their 
bodies, minds and spirits.’ 

“Since their foundation well over a 
half-century ago Brattleboro has been 
interested in the part Northfield 
Schools have played in the national 
education picture, and has numerous 
residents who have henefited from 
their training. It is glad to note that 
those now responsible for their op- 
eration show no sign of becoming 
weary in well doing.” ,

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Property Restrictions |The Fortnightly 


It is important that purchasers of 
property consider carefully any res- 
trictions that exist or may have been 
placed on propertieg in early convey- 
ances. In Greenfield with the passing 
of two parcels it was discovered that 
former owners in 1860 gave a right of 
view to each across the premises of 
the other and in a sale it was found 
necessary to ask the Legislature for a 
special bill to clear the premises of 
this incumbrance. Recently in a sec- 
tion of Northfield the matter of res- 
trictions comes to the fore because all 
early deeds were subject to restric- 
tions and agreements. Present. owners 
must carry out all provisions con- 
tained in their. deeds or in earlier 
deeds of the same property. Many 
restrictions in deeds rather benefit the 
property but purchasers should know 
and knowing conform.
